The name of Thomas B. Reed of Co-

In the valley he loved so well, where 


dwell his own loved ones and 
the 


friends of his youth and manhood, the 
body of Captain Howard T. Douglas 
was laid beneath Jhe greensward near 
a giant liveoak in Oakdale cemetery 
Tuesday afternoon, while a great throng 
of citizens and fellow soldicrs-in-arms 
participated in the beautiful ceremony. 


The valley's most distinguished sold- 


ier, whose record in the world-war and 
afterwards, temp.ts the historian to say 
that he indeed was California's most 
valuable single contribution to the 
great conflict, lost his life by drowning 
in a collision of airplanes over Chesa- 
peake bay during bombing .practise on 
June 22, and his body was not official- 
ly recovered from the water until July 
first.

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The biggest activities of the year 


were discussed at the citnls institute 
and the fourth annual fumigation and 
pest control school held at Whittier 
on Friday and Saturday, Juno 24 and 
25. At the citrus institute 350 persons 
were in attendance, and on Saturday 
at the fumigation school it is estimated 
that 500 persons were present. 


The main subject of the institute 


program was that of reducing costs of 
production, the various factors entering 
into reduction of production costs be- 
ing discussed by the best posted men 
in the business. A feature of the day 
was a splendid address delivered by 
President C. C. Tcague of the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange, discussing 
the effect of high freight, rates on tho 
citrus industry and reviewing the work 
which the California citrus league has 
been doing in an effort to have freight 
rates reduced. 


HIGH ACRE YIELDS. 


The big lesson of tho day was the 


emphasizing of the importance of high 
yields per acre, thereby reducing per 
box costs of production, as against 
purely arbitrary reductions in per acre 
costs. It. was pointed out that it fre- 
quently pays better to spend more 
money for care of the orchard, thereby 
increasing tho yield and decreasing the 
individual cost per box than by cut- 
ting down on essentials and greatly 
lecrcasing the yield. A feature of the 
irogram was the banquet held at the 
voman's club house, at which more 
han 100 persons -were present, follow- 
ng which G. Harold Powell, general 
manager of the California Fruit Grow- 
rs Exchange, delivered a splendid ad- 
dress, pointing out the unique situation 
vhich the citrus and walnut industries 
now occupy, as contrasted with prac- 
ically every other important branch 
if agriculture, and showing how this 
position is due entirely to intelligent 
merchandising methods whereby the as- 
;ociations are financing the distribution 
if their own products instead of calling 
m buyers to do this for them. 


FUMIGATION PROBLEMS. 


An outstanding feature of the fumi- 


gation and pest control school was the 
:andid admission of unsatisfactory re- 
iilts with the use of the liquid gas 
?umigation method the San Gabriel 
\nA Pomona valleys and the statement 
hat these results seem to be due some- 
what to faulty methods of use but 
more likely to an increase in resistance 
on the part of black scale in these dis- 
ricts. 
It was stated, however, that the use 


of gas tight tents will likely solve this 
xroblem in addition to reducing costs 
)f fumigation. 
There was a general 


agreement that spraying for the control 
of scale while occasionally effective, is 
on the average not as satisfactory as 
fumigation. 


It was also generally agreed thct in 


the coast districts spraying or dusting 
for red spider control usually aggra- 
vates the nuisance instead of abating 
it, resulting in a disturbance in 'tVe 
balance existing between natural inset t 
enemies and the spider, which if un- 
disturbed, almost invariably resulte in 
their satisfactory control without any 
treatment -whatever. 


For the interior districts it was sug- 


gested that more attention should be 
given to determining the presence or 
absence of insect predators feeding on 
the spider, spraying or dusting to be 
governed by their presence or absence.

ing them to insist upon an immediate 
revision of the walnut, tariff in order 
to save a $100,000,000 horticultural in- 
dustry from ruin. 


C. C. Teague, president of the Cali- 


fornia AValnut Growers' Association, 
who appeared before the 
ways 
and 


means committee to set forth the facts 
regarding the necessity for an adequate 
protective tariff on walnuts, has tele- 
graphed to Congressman Lineberger, 
asking him to urge an amendment 
which will afford a tariff of four cents 
per pound on unshcllcd 
and 
twelve 


cents per pound on shelled walnuts. 
The Fordney bill only provides for a 
tariff of two and one-half cents on un 
shelled and five cents on shelled wal- 
nuts. 


It has been pointed out by Mr. Tea- 


gup that the Fordney bill does not even 
give tho walnut growers of California 
a tariff equal to that of the old Payne- 
Aldrich bill, which was considered too 
low.

growers can do at the present time, to 
help insure good crops for the next 
year, is to open up the trees by taking 
out large limbs, says the farm bureau. 
This is especially true for those or- 
chards wnich do not have good crops 
this season. There are but few decid- 
uous orchards which are open enough. 
The trees should be open sufficiently 
for sunlight to penetrate to all leaves. 
It will be a great benefit to take out 
some of those crowding limbs even 
though rather large holes are left. The 
limbs left will produce more fruit in 
years to come because fruit buds will be 
formed the full length of tho limbs.

A 
stolen boy held by robbers for ransom 
arrests the attention of a nation, and 
Christendom bates its breath and prays 
Until a lady missionary held by bandir, 
mountaineers in the rocky fastness of 
a foreign land is restored to freedom. 
A commonwealth undertakes to rescue 
a surveyor famishing in the desert. 
If a child is rescued from the burning 
house, the parents weep for joy; but if 
the child is lost, all the wealth reward- 
ing years of toil cannot fill the void in 
aching hearts. 
If flood and fire and 


earthquake spare human life, men pro- 
ceed with smiling faces to repair the 
material loss; but if lives are lost, the 
supreme touch 
of woe is added to 


calamity. 
A thousand million eager 


eyes are turned to the bulletins which 
report the sick statesman, the wounded 
president or the dying monarch, and 
when the great man dies, the flags of a 
nation fall to half mast, and cities 
hush the din of their toil to watch the 
funeral cortege in its progress to the 
grave. 


Nothing but death will ever assem- 


ble the citizens of this beautiful valley, 
as they are assembled here, and touch 
them with that awe which hushes us in- 
to silence now. And it may be long be- 
fore another funeral service commands 
so much attention. Since Howard Dou- 
glas walked these streets, an inconspic- 
uous business man, with unsuspected 
capacities for public service and heroic 
action, he has become a distinguished 
soldier of the Republic. He answered 
his country's call in the day of need, 
and met the exacting manhood tests for 
the new and difficult and dangerous 
tasks of aviation. Faithfully and well 
he served his country in the air fleets 
that guided and protected the American 
Rectors of the warring hosts of demo- 
cracy, that shot to death a world men- 
acing autocracy, and beat down the 
thrones of despots, and wrecked the 
imperial schemes of the German Caesar. 


The great conflict for democracy in 


which Howard Douglas, along with the 
flower of American manhood in this 
generation, participated, and the issues 
of that conflict, will be the study of 
statesmen and philosophers, and the 
theme of artists, poets and historians 
for a thousand years. To have lived in 
such a time as this was a privilege 
•which myriads of young men will envy 
in coming days, and to have partici- 
pated efficiently and valcntly, in the 
Tragic struggles and pregnant events, 
of this world crisis, is glory enough 
for any man, living or dead. This op- 
portunity 
cfMiic to Howard Douglas, 


and he used it well, and this honor 
crowns him now. 


His civilian neighbors in this peace- 


ful valley where he lived some unevent- 
ful years, and his comrades in llic great 
war, especially those who shared with 
him and still must face the perils (if 
the air, honor themselves toddy by 
their attention to this public servani, 
whose ashes, rescued from the water, 
have been curried far nereis the bind 
for burial here, where those whit knew 
liim best and loved him most may come 
with tears and flowers to express the 
love that dies not in their hearts, and, 
in the mystic and imperishable shrine 
of memory, to behold him still, as son 
and brother, fitixen and soldier. 


Here in California let his ashes rest, 


in this beautiful and wonderful land, 
where the tides ebb and flow and the 
breaking waves make 7inisie evermore, 
whore the mountains take tribute from 
the clouds and pour down their living 
tides upon the plains to make them 
fruitful, where poppies herald spring and 
golden bells and vast sequoias whisper 
of eternity, where summers never die, 
and through all seasons, amid green 
leaves, the fruit hangs golden upon the 
bough; here in Covina valley, in Oak- 
<lii!e cemetery, at the foot of the green 
hills, across which the brown moun- 
tains look down, here, mid birds ami 
flowers, let his ashes rest. Soldier of 
the Republic, Farewell. 


But the word "Farewell" which we 


speak is not a word of despair. It does 
not imply finality, and contains no 
note of doom. It is a word of blessing, 
of benediction. It means fare well, go 
M\ prosperously, happily, successfully, 
blessedly. 
It does, indeed, mean loss 


and bereavement to us, but it is a word 
of hope and prophecy for him who 


leaves us. 
When we say farewell to 


the Christian soldier, we do not mean 
that he is mustered out of service, but 
that he is given something to do else- 
where, transferred to another depart- 
ment of service, or field of operation, 
promoted, it may be, to more impor- 
tant tasks and responsibilities. 


Death does not mean a long sleep of 


the soul, it does not mean annihilation. 
It means the progression of the spirit 
to another state of existence, which 
God grants to spirits who arc true to 
him and to the great ends of human 
life. 
The Christian soldier still has 


his place in God's universe, and lives 
his life and does his work under God's 
providence in that unseen and eternal 
order, without which our earthly life 
can have no large significance or full 
fruition. 
The part assigned to him 


over there we cannot know. Its im- 
portance we cannot measure, its thrills 
and its felicities 
we 
cannot guess. 


"For eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of 
man the things which God hath prepar- 
ed for those who love him." 
I hold 


no faith which totally dissevers the 
coining life from this, or rudely breaks 
the moral order and continuity of the 
universe of God. I do not think the 
problems and tragedies of the personal 
world are confined to this little planet 
and this brief life. I think the complex 
processes, the services and progress of 
a personal universe go forward in that 
life as in this, and that God has tasks 
for true and valiant spirits there, as 
here. 


These visitations 
of death 
which 


gather us about the bier and lead us 
to the grave of those we love and honor, 
amite us -with a sense of life's vanity 
and weakness. 
Whatever our earthly 


.hope and ambition, all c.ome. to this at 
last. 
" 
• • • • • • • 


But in the hour of our dismay we 


turn to our Infinite Friend. Our lit- 
tleness takes refuge in the greatness 
of God. He is great enough for all 
our need. 
We turn our 
faces and 


stretch out our hands to Him, and 
say: "Our Father." Because he hath 
begotten us and we are his children, 
because he hath quickened us by his 
Spirit, wo can discern his glory, we can 
think his thoughts over after him, we 
can track his doings for ages in rock 
ledge and star scroll, discern his con- 
stant purpose in the sweep of unbroken 
law, recognize his kindness in the boun- 
ty of the world, and appreciate the love 
that stoops down in the condescension 
of the cross to proclaim his pardoning 
mercy and undying affection for sin- 
ful men. 
"Groat God, our littleness takes heart 


to play 


Beneath the shadow of thy state; 
The only comfort of our'littleness 
Is that thou art so great. 


How doth thy hospitable goodness lie 
Outside us like a boundless sea; 
Wo cannot lose ourselves where all 


is home, 


Xor drift away from the<>." 


GALLANT RECORD. 


The eulogistic history delivered by 


ex-Chaplain Gentry in the cemetery 
contained the following statement of 
Capt. Douglas and of 
his 
military 


citations: 


"Capt. Howard T. Douglas went into 


the great struggle as a private soldier 
in January of 1917, for, although war 
was not declared until April of that 
year, he was training with a coast 
artillery platoon at Covina during the 
winter before the declaration of war, 
and when the break came he went im- 
mediately to the officers' training camp 
ut the Presidio, emerging from that 
camp as a first lieutenant of infantry 
wiih recommendations for immediate 
service. He was sent to Camp Lewis, 
but remained only a week, as orders 
ranie for liijn to attond the school of 
fire at Fort Sill. Okla. His stay there 
was short, and he was sent to the east, 
where he served for a short time as 
provci.st officer, but was soon sent over- 
seas to serve with an aviation unit 
as infantry observation officer in the 
air. 
The briefest and best account of 


this gallant soldier's service in France 
is contained in the recommendation for 
the D. S. C. medal which he afterward 
received. 


PROMOTION URGED. 


"From the headquarters of the third 


army corps in Germany on April 28, 
1019, 
was sent a communication signed 


by Campbell King, chief of staff for 
Maj.-Gen. J. L. Hines, recommending 
that Capt. Douglas be promoted to the 
rank of major. 
The communication 


said: 
4 
" 'This officer has served witli the 


third corps nir service ever since the 
corps entered the line, Aug. 4, 1918. 
He has successfully filled the positions 
of squadron group and corps air service 
operations officer, and from Jan. 20, 
1919, 
to date, he has been acting corps 


air service commander. He served one 
and one-half months on the Verdun 
fro'-t vith the French; five and one- 
half months with the American air 
service at the Toul front, and in Cha- 
teau, Vesle, Aisne, Saint Mihiel and 
Meub'e-Argonnc operations. He has been 


sixteen months in the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces.' 


AGAIN RECOMMENDED. 


"On May 5, 1919, he was again rec- 


ommended for promotion to major, and 
this significant paragraph was utilized 
by Ma.-j.-Gen. Hines. 
" 'It is considered that the continued 


efficiency of that office requires that 
this officer be. promoted for the best 
interest of the service, and not replaced 
by an officer of higher raiik.' 


"Under the date of France, Jan. 30, 


1919, Maj. K. P. Littauer, his immed- 
iate superior officer, wrote to the chief 
of air service, recommending the D. S. 
C. medal for Capt. Douglas, which he 
afterwards received. 
The communica- 


tion stated: 
" 'Serving in a position of great re- 


sponsibility, this officer, while discharg- 
ing with the utmost credit the succes- 
sive duties of squadron and group oper- 
ations officer, persistently volunteered 
for and executed hazardous and difficult 
missions as airplane observer during 
the Marne, Vesle, Saint Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonnc operations. 
He spec- 


ialized in extremely low-flying infantry 
contact patrols, carrying out observa- 
tions of our own and enemy troops' 
movements at altitudes ranging from 
ten to fifty meters, flying during violent 
artillery action in the track of trajec- 
tories, exposing himself to point-blank 
hostile machine-gun fire, most frequent- 
ly volunteering for this kind of .work. 
By his steady display of devotion and 
courage, Capt. Douglas set to the flying 
personnel operating under his direction 
an inspiring example. 
His work': as a 


tactical executive was extraordinarily 
efficient and successful, and was at all 
times marked .by Extreme energy? <jon- 
scieritious application and intelfigefrtce. 
To his work as an observer he brp,ught 
an exemplary spirit of self-sacrifice.' 


WORDS OF SUPERIORS. . 
'' These words as read are the .words 


of the men who saw him in service and 
who made official report of his faithful- 
ness, ability and courage. 
, 


"Tr Aether with his brother, Gordon 


C. Douglas, lieutenant in the twenty- 
ninth engineering corps, he came home 
in the summer of 1919, having served 
in Europe since January, 1918. 
With 


the rank, of captain, he entered the 
regular army with the aviation forces, 
and was stationed at Washington under 
Gen. Mitchell. He aided materially, in 
'writing the present aviation manual, 
&nd was closely connected with all ac- 
tivities of the aviation chief of I staff. 
He directed a tfamous cross-country 
flight, and a flight into Alaska, made 
last year."

THORPES ARE 


CAPITALS OF EUROPE 


The following letter is from Mr. B. 


P. Thorpe, who, with his wife, left last 
mouth on an European tour: 


Hotel Weimar Rotterdam, 


Rotterdam, Le 24 June, 1921. 


Tuesday night in London, Wednes- 


day night in Ostend, Belgium, Thurs- 
day night in Rotterdam, Holland. Fri- 
day, Amsterdam; Saturday, Antwerp; 
Sunday, Brussels; Monday, Stmsburg, 
France—makes a traveler think he is 
seeing things, but distances are short 
here and cities close together. 


England was "dry" 
as to weather— 


no rain for 92 days and water very 
scarce in London, but did not seem to 
have any perceptible effect 
on the 
booze supply. 


There arc twelve of us Americans in 


this party who do not use booze. The 
waiters all look disgusted when we call 
for water. In some places we can get 
it only by calling for Apollinaris water, 
which we dislike as it comes in stone 
jugs and is "made in Germany." 


The census was being taken in Lon- 


don while we were there and we had 
to be enumerated, so I suppose my 
name will be in their next directory. 


We tarried four short days in the 


world's largest city and saw many en- 
tertaining sights. 
Attended a fine 


church service at Westminster Abbey 
and St. Paul's Cathedral and heard 
some grand music both on the pipe or- 
gan and by the choir and soloists. 


Had an automobile and good guide 


two days and drove all over the city 
of London from Whitechapel in the 
east end or slums to the fashionable 
west end, Hyde park, Houses of Parlia- 
ment, London Tower, Buckingham pal- 
ace, and other points of interest. Sun- 
day evening we took dinner at the old 
Chestershiro ^Cheese Inn, where Charles 
Dickens and Johnson and other famous 
authors met and did much of their writ- 
ing. It is ovr 400 years old and is un- 
changed and very quaint. 


Wo made a trip to Stratford-on-Avon, 


where we saw the home, school, church 
and theater of Shakespeare and Ann 
Hathaway's cottage, all extremely pret- 
ty and interesting, and refreshed one's 
interest in his remarkable writings. 


Oxford university and its wonderful 


buildings was of great interest also and 
well worth seeing. The dining hall and 
kitchens were of particular interest. 


The agricultural sections of Belgium 


and Holland are far superior to the 
farms of Scotland and England in crop 
production. I never saw such wonderful 
crops of grain, potatoes, peas, clover, 
beets. The production must be about 
three times greater than our California 
crops per acre. Everything is most in- 
tensively cultivated and fertilizers used 
freely. 


These two countries both look very 


prosperous, and there are very few idle 
men. At Ostend we saw our first evi- 
dence of the war's ravages, and it 
must have been very severe, although 
it is surprising to see how much has 
been rebuilt and restored in the short 
tithe" since the' armistice was 'signed.'*• 


The hotels ia Belgium and Holland 


are all more modern and set better ta- 
bles than any in Great Britain. At this 
hotel we have a large room facing on 
a canal and a fine bath attached. Also 
an elevator, which is not common here. 


The dog is a. useful animal here— 


helps draw the big carts full of vege- 
tables, milk and other produce. Also 
there are many oxen and a few eows 
hitched to heavy loads, but they were 
not breaking the speed limit. 


The war used up much of the horse 


supply and their scarcity is quite not- 
iceable. 


This city of Rotterdam is very inter- 


esting with its numerous canals, not 
unlike Venice, and busy with commerce. 
Ther care many cafes with tables on 
the sidewalks and people sitting there 
sipping their beer and watching the 
passing crowds. Most of the old wooden 
shoe population has given way to mod- 
ern dressed peoplo not unlike a crowd 
in any metropolitan American 
city. 


Shops with windows full of tempting 
goods marked in plain figures. We have 
had to learn four systems of money, and 
here it is all guilders as a standard— 
about three to one of our dollars. How- 
ever, our money seems to speak all lan- 
guages, and we have no trouble at all 
in spending it anywhere. 


We are going to some of the small 


fishing villages in the north of Holland 
today, and from there to Switzerland. 


Yesterday we were in the famous 


Palace of-Justice in Brussels, Belgium, 
where Edith Cavell, the English nurse, 
was tried, condemned and executed by 
the Germans. 


We start out about 9:30 every morn- 


ing and it is one continual round of 
sightseeing until 11 at night most every 
day—sometimes on a train, often by 
boat, but usually by automobile. 


Americans are over here in force and 


the hotels and shopkeepers welcome 
them and their fat purses. 


The roads are splendid everywhere, 


but ver3' narrow. Many Americans have 
their own cars here touring Europe. 


Gasoline is very high—75 cents per 


gallon in niany places, and 60 cents the 
cheapest we have seen. It is called 
"motor spirit" here at tlie garages. No 
service stations yet, but saw one being 
built in London.

What we should do at the present 


ime, however, is to keep legitimate 
>usiness from getting away from this 
alley, for it is not good policy to 
illow the people of this valley to turn 
heir attention elsewhere, because what 
hey do in the summer might become 
i habit in. the winter. 
Those who go 


away for the summer should be linked 
ip with their home-town stores by par- 
•els post. Several merchants are doing 
his, with good results. 


There is this good thing to bear in 


nind—that this valley is more pros- 
>erous right now, and is doing more 
msiness than any similar locality in 
he state, tb say nothing of the middle 
vest and east, where business has been 
quiet for some time. Business is good 
lero by comparison. 


The lemon growers are getting prices 


now that arc almost as high in money 
as the prices received during the war, 
and they have not the amount of cul- 
tural cost in this crop that they had 
in the war crops. 
The Valencia mar- 


ket is very satisfactory, and will prob- 
ably be better. 
The walnut crop for 


the whole state is estimated as some- 
what larger than last year. This esti- 
mate comes from the California Walnut 
Growers' Association, and is in con 
tradiction to the idea that prevailed 
n few months ago concerning the in- 
jury of the crop by frost. 


Building in the city and valley is 


quite active. Lumber prices and gen- 
eral building materials have dropped 
appreciably. It is a good time to build. 
There is every indication that the coun- 
try is to emerge from the after-war 
cloud. Six months from now we will 
be exporting heavily. 
Resumption of 


trade abroad on a big scale means the 
starting of the wheels of manufacture 
and trade. 


Things look good for the future— 


let's keep up the morale.

1. The removal of illiteracy is of 


immediate and major importance. Illit- 
eracy among negroes is a tremendous 
problem, but there are one million more 
white illiterates than there are negro 
illiterates. 
These illiterates are aften 


of splendid character and the highest 
order of intelligence. Their illiteracy 
not only imposes upon them limited 
experience and a low standard of life, 
but imposes upon the country enormous 
economic loss. From 1900 to 1910 the 
number of illiterates 
in 
New 
York 


state increased by 87,000. 


2. The appropriation for the Amer- 


icanization of the foreign-born is sore- 
ly needed. Hundreds of thousands of 
immigrants who are intensely loyal are 
nevertheless the victims of anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda and un-American prin- 
ciples and ideas because of lack of 
specific education in Americanism. De- 
spito their good intent they constitute 
not only a problem but a danger. 


3. 
The appropriation for physical 


education is of the highest importance. 
Those ailments which 
render 
adults 


subnormal physically are usually of a 
character which could be easily and 
permanently corrected during the years 
of school age. Left neglected until 
manhood or womanhood they become 
practically irremediable, causing a loss 
to the country of vast military and 
economic values. 


4. 
If the public school system is 


to be saved, bettor preparation of 
teachers is essential. The conditions 
of the war period have greatly increas- 
ed the pressing nature of this necessity. 
Four-fifths of the total number of our 
public school teachers have not had 
two years of special training, the mini- 


j mum recognized standard in other civil- 
ized countries. Thirty thousand public 
teachers have no education beyond the 
eighth grade. The average salary paid 
to teachers last year was $040. 


5. 
Educational opportunities must 


be equalized if the nation is really to 
be thoroughly unified, and the problems 
of living arc- to be- adequately dealt 
with. 
Sparsely 
settled communities 


cannot properly educate American citi- 
zens without help from the centers of 
greater population. 
The country boy 


has a two months' shorter school year 
than the city boy, and frequently very 


inefficient 
instruction. 
Farmers will 


continue to leave the country and go 
to the city if this condition continues. 
At present the poorest schools are in 
.the poorest communities—just where 
the best schools are needed.—Southern 
California White Eibbon. 


SAN DIMAS LEMON ASSN. 


IN RECORD SHIPMENTS 


The San Dimas Lemon Association 


has just passed through what is prob- 
ably the largest and busiest month 
since the organization came into exis- 
tence eleven years ago. 


The lemon packing house receipts 


for the month were the largest it. ever 
had and there were shipped during the 
month 100 cars which is approximately 
one-eighth of the year's output, the 
estimate for the season being 850 cars, 
which will be the largest amount ship- 
ped in any one year. 


The picking of such a large quantity 


of fruit was a large undertaking and 
was in general charge of Hermon Jones, 
who had under his supervision at one 
time 280 pickers in the field. His part 
in the large 
month's 
business was 


handled efficiently and well. The pick- 
ing totaled 107,658 boxes. 


Shipments are going forward at the 


rate of about six cars a day and are 
finding a somewhat stronger market. 


The weather back east. has been ex- 


ceptionally warm, several places report- 
ing the highest temperatures in fifty 
years, which has made an enormous 
demand for lemons with consequent 
high prices.—San Dimas Press.

lows: 


The old political feud, which was 


the main thing in deciding the result, 
so far as many of the voters were con- 
cerned, particularly in Covina, had de- 
veloped so strongly that there was little 
or no hope that the bonds would carry. 
So strong was this feeling here that 
only thirty-eight voters took the trouble 
to vote. It was in the busy season, and 
the voters were too disgusted with the 
tactics of the Covina contingent who 
oppose the bonds to waste, any time 
going to the poles. If the voters prefer 
to pay about $15,000 as a special tax 
levy, all in a bunch in their taxes next 
year, instead of about $9,000, and hav- 
ing it invested in their own improve- 
ments, instead of paying it out in rent 
and extra teachers (for rented rooms 
at a distance from the main buildings 
mean extra teachers and*-needless ex- 
pense), we will all join in the new way 
of operating a high school. 


Whatever the future result may be, 


it is to be regretted that the foolish 
feuds of men must enter 
into 
our 


schools and jeopardize the best interests 
of the boys and girls who now need the 
best educational advantages they can 
be given.

Captain Douglas was an expert 


swimmer, but ho may have been injured 
during the collision in the air, or have 
been injured by striking the water. It 
.was stated that the two planes were 
about seven hundred feet above the 
water when the collision took place. 
Captain Douglas was also handicapped 
by heavy clothing and boots, which he 
had no time to divest. 


The first report, given out by tho 


Associated Press, that the immediate 
locality wher the planes fell was after- 
wards bombed with heavy TNT, was 
proven erroneous, as air service officers 
stated that the scout plane ahead of 
the coming formation of planes turned 
back on seeing the fall of the aviators 
and checked the advance of the bomb- 
ing squadron. 


HIS LAST ORDERS. 


Among the papers and effects of the 


dead aviator was found his last orders 
from the chief of staff, in the form of 
a letter of introduction to the captain 
of the United States vessel, Shawmut, 
which was the official place of observa- 
tion of the bombing practice. 
Captain 


Douglas had been sent by tho air ser- 
vice as linsson officer between the air 
service and tho navy, and was to be 
stationed on the Shawmut. On the day 
before his death he remained on the 
Shawmut, and made a report of the 
day's events, which was found in the 
clothing which he had left at the han- 
gar on land. 


The day of his death Captain Doug- 


las was piloting a pursuit plane, and 
observing the work of the bombing 
squa-dron. His associates say that it 
was ever his practise to get into the 
thick of operations in order to learn 
by actual participation as much as pos- 
sible of the work. 
The actual cause 


of the collision has not been determin 
od, as other aviators only state that 
they saw the planes clinging to each 
otEeri'. *"' 


DEATHS HALT FLYING. 


For three days following the tragedy 


the squadrons did not go up in the air, 
out of respect to these brave aviators 
who had met death in the line of duty. 
Brig,-Gen. Mitchell, assistant chief ol 
air service, who was an intimate friend 
and superior officer of Captain Douglas, 
commanded a squadron of planes on 
the third day that flew over Chesa- 
peake bay in the locality of the acci- 
dent, and flowers were dropped \ipon 
the waves. It was thought at that time 
that the body of the Covina aviator 
would not be recovered.

FLIGHT TO TANGIER. 


The father ami brother wishc'd to gc 


to Langloy field in Virginia from Wash 
ington and talk with those who har 
been with Captain Douglas at the timi 
of tho accident, but they found tha 
the boats from Washington to Chosa 
peako. bay were overcrowded, and tha 
bookings were taken a month ahoac

The .-journey of 140 miles was mad 


at. the* 'rate of about 90 miles an hour 
the Covinn men said. 
They flew ove 


the bay nnd over Tangier island, wher 
the body was found, and landed a 
Langley'field. On the trip back the 
circled out over the bay and over th 
sunken wreck of the San Marcos, form- 
erly the battelship Texas, which war, 
the bombing target that the aviators 
wore attempting to sink at the time 
of tho collision. 


This gigantic bombing plane is one 


that may carry twelve persons and huge 
weights in ammunition.

men rode in the enclosed car, and said 
they scarcely felt any motion, although 
travelling at an incrcdiblo rate of speed. 
Tho plane is equipped with two engines 
each having eight hundred horse-power, 
so that tho roar of the tremendous ma- 
ehino made it necessary to write all 
communications to the pilot. Tho plane 
was driver, by Lieut. Bissoll. tho avia- 


transfor tho body to a wire litter, which 
had been carried for this purpose. The 
body was placed aboard the seaplane, 
and lashed into position so it could not 
possibly move "in flight or upon landing. 
When this had been done tho under- 
signed wont to the shore again and in- 
terviewed all parties, reducing their 
testimony to writing 
and 
procuring 


signatures in each case. 
From this 


testimony, which shows no conflict at 
any point, tho following is evident: 


That tho body was discovered about 


three o'clock, June 29; that it was tow- 
ed ashore by a yacht and turned over 
to John Shore, the local undertaker of 
Tangier; that he kept it until the ar- 
rival of the undersigned. 


YACHT TOWS BODY. 


The report gives an account by tho 


Tangier undertaker, in which he says 
that a yacht landed at Tangier pier 
which has been to the west shore of 
the bay, and the men aboard stated 
that as they passed the Tangier light, 
the keeper waved to them and reported 
that the body of a dead man was float- 
ing near the light, and requested them 
to pick the man up as tho keeper could 
not get liis boat down. They asked the 
undertaker to take the body and he 


ccepted it. 
Lieut. Bissell continues in his report 


o say that he flew with the body in 
ae seaplane from Tangier island to 
iVashington, D. C., where the plane 
vas met by an ambulance at Boiling 
.eld, and transferred to the Walter 
lecd hospital. 


Throughout this period he proved him- 
self to be an officer possessed of an 
excellent sense of duty and of tho 
greatest courage and ability. 


Upon his return to the United States, 


because of his marked nbility and of 
his broad experience overseas, he was 
assigned to staff duty in the office of 
the chief of air service in Washington, 
in which duty ho was still acting up 
to the time of his death. 
| 


Because of his eminent fitness for' 


tho difficult undertaking, he was nmde [ 
the pathfinder of the Alaskan flying 
expedition, preceding Capt. St. Glair 
Street and his brother officers for the 
purpose of blazing the trail in the 
choosing and the preparation of land- 
ing fields. A great deal of credit has 
boon given Captain Douglas in connec- 
tion with tho successful completion of 
this hazardous undertaing because of 
his excellent work in preparation for 
tho flight and in arranging for the care 
of the personnel and of 
the 
planes 


throughout the expedition. 


LAST ASSIGNMENT. 


His last assignment in the operations 


division of the air service included tho 
working up of a great deal of the de- 
tails of the bombing project now being 
carried on at Langley field, in which he 
had taken the keenest interest. Dur- 
ing the maneuvers he was assigned for 
duty as liaison officer between the army 
air service and the officer in charge of 
the air forces of the Atlantic fleet, and 
his last flight was made for the purpose 
of keeping himself 
entirely familiar 


with the progress of the whole project. 


The army as a whole, the air service 


of the army, and. the officers individual- 
ly who were fortunate enough to know 
Captain Douglas as an officer and as 
a man, feel deeply the unfortunate ac- 
cident. 
The excellent 
characteristics 


of this officer and the example he set 
will remain in the memory of those he 
has left behind.

FARM BUREAU ANNUAL 
MEETING IN SEPTEMBER 


In accordance with action taken at 


the last annual meeting of the Los An- 
geles county farm bureau, tho board of 
directors has decided to hold this year's 
annual meeting sometime in September.

EECOVERY OF BODY. 


The report of Clayton Bissell, first 


lieutenant of the air service, on tho 
manner in which the body of Captain 
Douglas was recovered, is of interest 
to tho friends of tho dead aviator. 
Under the dnte of July 2, he reported 
as follows: 
"Pursuant to verbal orders from the 


commanding officer, first provisional air 
brigade, the undersigned made prepara- 
tions to proceed from Langley field, Va., 
to Tangier island in order to identify 
the body of a man which had been 
washed ashore at that point and be- 
lieved to be that of Captain Douglas. 
Instructions issued at the time were to 
•proceed to Tangier island, view the 
body, and if found to be that of Cap- 


The following is from the Air Service 


STews Letter, the publication 
i issued 


daily by that branch of service in 
Washington, and gives a very compre- 


ive account o fthe tragedy" that 
resulted in the death of Captain How- 
ard T. Douglas, and also reviews his 
remarkable record: 


As the result of an airplane accident 


near the wreck of the old San Marcos, 
formerly the battleship Texas, when 
their two single-seated pursuit plan-es 
collided during the bombing maneuvers 
off the Virginia capes on June 22, Capt. 
Howard T. Douglas, A. S., and Lieut. 
Marie J. Plumb, A. S., were drowned. 


In the death of these gallant young 


officers, who were among tho most able 
and efficient in the air service, the army 
rias sustained a most serious loss. Capt. 
Douglas was a member of the board of 
observers appointed to witness and re- 
port on the naval ordnance tests to be 
field in the vicinity of Langley field 
from June 21 to July 20, 1921. It was 
while performing this duty that the 
plane which he was piloting was struck 
by tho plane piloted by Lieut. Plumb, 
who was ascending after having re- 
leased a bomb at the target below. The 
collision caused both planes to fall in 
a damaged condition into the water, 
both officers drowning before assistance 
could roach them.

tho rating of airplane pilot and airplane 
observer. 


Shortly after the declaration of war, 


Douglas joined tho army and volunteer- 
ed for aviation duty. Upon completion 
of his training in this country as an 
aorial observer, ho was sent to Franco 
where, aftor a short course of instruc- 
tion, ho was sent to tho front as an 
observer with a French observation 
squadron.

place and found easy entrance. 
The 


public are excluded only because some 
of them do not seem to be aware that 
fho property was not designed for 
them to prey upon at will. Not alone 
flowers, but oranges, 
avocadoes 
and 


other tropical fruits have been ruth- 
lessly stripped from the trees, the lat- 
ter sometimes being broken down by 
vandals climbing far for the last un- 
lawful prize in the form of a ripe avo- 
cado, cherimoya or sapote. 


The place is one of surpassing loveli- 


ness. 
One hilltop has been flattened 


to a level greensward, supported by 
terrace 
walls 
of 
Glendora

brownstone, the crest enclosed by no- 
ble specimens of the beautiful Cocos 
plumosa palms. 
At one 
end 
is 
an 


"outdoor" rustic dining pavilion, and 
at the rear a number of tiny palm 
thatched cottages, each containing liv- 
ing room, sleeping room . and 
bath. 


About these buildings grow begonias, 
fuchsias and other decorative flower- 
ing plants in almost tropical luxuri- 
ance, thriving as they seldom do at 
lower altitudes. 
Over the buildings 


and arbors clamber such rare plants 
as the Copa dc Oro, or Cup of Gold 
(Solandra guttata of the botanist), the 
huge golden chalices as large as tea- 
cups and quite similar in form. 
With 


this species is also growing one hav- 
ing large bell shaped flowers of white, 
Solandra grandiflora. 
All about are 


palms, bamboos, glens filled with ferns 
of many species, hillsides covered with 
flowering yuccas, the whole scene one 
of unusual garden splendor, cared for 
as in the days when the plant loving 
owner lavished his affections upon each 
favored subject.
